Fishery Conser'vators, held yesterday, Mr. H.

‘stating that there was reason to believe that 
some persons engaged in fishing were pre- 
paring to send salmon to Germany during 
the close season, and suggesting to the Board 
that a close watch should be kept so as to 
frustrate that design. 

In the matter of poaching correspondence 
was read which showed that “ disgraceful work 
was going on” in the region cf the Lucan 
Weir. On the 7th July thirty-two salmon 
were caught illegally, and a greater number 
that were not caught were injured by gaffing.

CIVIC WEEK CONCERT. 


Applause was long and hearty at the close 
of the concert given yesterday at the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, under the Dublin Orcliestral 
Society’s auspices. We took it to be a 
personal tribute to the venerable conductor, 
Commendatore Michele Esposito, Mus.D., for 
his splendid work in the past. It is not 
forgotten that he undertook the conducting 
of orchestral concerts at a time when en- 
or yp sas 2 for that type of music was slight, 
and that he virtually trained Dublin instru- 
mentalists in orchestral playing. 

A circular issued to yesterday's audience 
reminds the public that the Dublin Orchestral 
Society was founded in 1898, and had given 
81 concerts when the outbreak of the Great 
War put a stop to its activities in the autumn 
of 1914. The Sunday Orchestra, under the 
same conductor, formed in 1905, gave 137 

pular concerts in the course of ten years. 

rough these two sets of concerts the Dublin 
public was made acquainted with classicah 
and modern orchestral works, which otherwise 
it had small chance of hearing. For the 
ensuing season the revived Society has made 
lans comprising four concerts to be given on 
Baturday afternoons in the Theatre Royal. 

Concerts by the Society’s orchestra in 
former years were welcome as filling, in some 
meastire, what was then an utter gp. To- 
day, musical folk have other means of hearing 
orchestral music, and something better than 
the old standard is required. No 
measure of advance seems possible while the 
resources drawn on by the Society show 
marked weakness in certain parts of the wind 
department. When. however, it is considered 
that we are not likely to have a high standard 
in that department until plenty of orchestral 
work is available for the instruments con- 
cerned, we may be glad that the resuscitation 
of the Society has occurred to increase 
musical activity. 


EXCELLENT STRINGS. 

For various reasons it was inevitable that 
the p mme arranged. for yesterday's 
concert d be conservative in character. 
lt consisted entirely of works in which Dr. 
Esposito has drilled an orchestra often in the 
past. The result of his efforts on this. new 
occasion was good, on the whole, and the 
audience was glad to renew enjoyment oí 
music that always was welcome at former 
concerts of the Dublin Orchestral Society. 

Two of the works presented were for strings 
alone, and were unmarred in ormance, 
These were a movement from a Divertimento 

, and Saint-Saens’s Prelude to “ Le 
Deluge.” Through the whole concert the 
playing of the strings, led by Si Grossi, 
was altogether excellent. In the Gavotte 
from Mozart's early opera “‘Idomeneo,”’ and 
in three movements from Dr. Esposito’s 
“Trish Suite,’’ the whole orchestra responded 
well to the conductor's detailed direction. 
Verdi's overture to his opera “I — 
Siciliani’’ waagan interesting revival. e 
work, attractive in a light way, shows the 
composer beginning, when already a ular 
and experienced composer, to take an interest 
in the orchestra, which for long he 
treated with scant consideration. Smetana’s 
picturesque “ Bartered Bride ’’ overture .was 
given with great spirit, but the “ chording” 
in fortissimo passages suffered, because by 
that time some of the wind instruments had 
begun to very in piteh. 

Suite small and temporary were the blurs 
in the performance of the * per sc work in 
the programme, the Fif mad oí 
Beethoven, The greatness of the aymphony 
was impressed again on those who heard it. 
What extraordinary vitality is in this music! 
The work, as a whole, does not agree with 
the impression left by common interpretation 
of the opening phrase, as “ Fate knocking at 
the door.”

CORONER’S COMMENT 
INQUEST. 

The Leeds City Coroner yesterday cautioned 
William Francis Knowles, deputy and shot 
firer at Barnbow Pit, before ve him to 
give evidence respecting the death of Edward 
Ballance (29), coal hewer. Ballance died last 
Sunday at Leeds Infirmary from septicemia, 
arising from a punctured wound in the leg 
caused by being struck by a pie « of coal 
during shot-firing in the mine last Wednes- 
day. An attempt to save his life by amputa- 
tion of the leg failed owing to the rapid ad- 
vance made by the poison. 

Alfred Pratt, coal hewer, said that he, with 
Ballance and another man, prepared three 
shot holes and retired. When Knowles came 
to charge and fire them they went behind a 
post thirty-six feet away. ‘Knowles shouted 
the warning word, “ Fire!” Ballance gave 
the reply, ' Right.” While seated with his 
legs stretched over the track a piece of coal 
struck him on the leg. 

Mr. George Cook, eee of Mines, pro- 
duced a plan showing two refuges, neither 
of which the men had occupied. 

Knowles, electing to give evidence, said 
that he thought the men had entered one of 
the refuges for their own safety.

He (Mr. Levine) may be back 
in London now for all I know. I have given 
him my word to fly, and I must say that all 
through he has been very decent to me. 

“The Air Force officers have also been 
extremely kind to me, and I can never repay 
them. If at the end Mr. Levine is unwilling 
to fly himself, they have offered, if it can be 
arranged, to let one of their officers accom- 


pany me on the flight.” 

Inguiries last night showed that Mr. 
Levine was not at the Savoy Hotel, his 
London headquarters.

The foundation has been laid on 
which the leaders of the German people can 
build in order to regain for Germany the 
pcsition to which she is entitied.’’ 

The Lokalanceiger declares—‘' The German 
poser will not rest until the fight over the 
vasis of the Versailles Treaty has been 
brought before really impartial judges.’’ 

The Demteche Zettung remarks -—‘‘We now 
answer the other side. Now’we must work 
and fight to compel the world to acknowledge

Str,—In sequence to Mr. W. Ward's in- 
teresting article, let me add that coins of 
rulers of England, A®thelred (978-1016) and 
Cnut (06-1055), were minted in Dublin in 
addition to English cities. The Irish coins of 
John (1199-1218 are important; for English 
coins of his reign are not known, though 
there are many proofs that coins of his were 
struck to a considerable extent.

Dublin is now well into the swing of its 
Civic Week celebration, and has entered 
completely into the spirit which inspired 
this demonstration of pride in ths 
ancient capital of Ireland. 

In the words of the old dogeerel, it is 
now “ Dublin’s fair city.”’ It is, more- 
over, 4 gay and a lively city, especially 
when night has fallen, and many thou- 
sands, in carnival mood, throng the 
streets, while the drivers of motor cars 
chafe at the block of humanity. which 
holds up their progress. The tram 
drivers, good easy men, clang their gongs 
and wait patiently until their way across 
O'Connell Bridge is clear for perhaps 
another few yards. Such was one of last 
night's impressions of the scenes between 
St. Stephen's Green and the Pillar. 

lf anything, the streets were more 
crowded than on Saturday night, while, 
at the same time, the day’s two principal 
fixtures of the Civic Week programme— 
the historic pageant in the College Park 
and the ‘‘ Crowning of the Queen ”’ 
Dance in the Mansion House—claimed the 
attendance of very large companies. For 
all the buzz of excitement in the streets, 
the theatres and places of amusement 
were filled, a sure sign of the holiday 
feeling in the air. Dublin is en féte, and 
everything proclaims it. 

THRONGED STREETS. 

With the exception of a few sprinkles 
of April-shower rain in the afternoon, the 
weather was kind to yesterday's sight- 
seers, and the sun shone ont to help in a 
‘brighter Dublin.”” Throughout the day 
there was a noticeable increase in t!ie 
ordinary traffic on the sidewalks, due tc 


the large number of visitors from the 


country, who are taking advantage of the 
very cheap fares offered by the railway 
companies, In the street décorations, 
but most of all in the lavish dressing of 
the shop windows, they had’ much to see 
und admire, Those with premises in the 
main artery of the city; from the 
Rotunda to the head of Grafton street, 
have done well in the matter of assisting 
in the scheme of decoration, but some 
important thoroughfares leading into 
those streets might have done better. In 
the whole of Henry street there were only 
three flags displayed yesterday, and none 
of them was gay-looking. 

During the day there was an almost 
constant queuwe waiting outside the Civic 
Week Offices in Grafton street to book 
teats for the different functions of the 
week. The most popular of those is the 
Military Tattoo, which is to be repeated 
at Lansdowne road to-morrow night an 
on next Saturday night. The booking for 
each of those performances is heavy. All 
seats for last. night’s pageant in the 
College Park were engaged by 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 

THE SHOP WINDOWS. 


All the street and river illuminations. 


were mi full blaze last night, to the delight 
of the slowly moving thousands. Most of 
the shops in Grafton street and other 
thoroughfares were brilliantly lighted to 
display the decorations of the shop 
windows. Wherever there was anything 
especially arresting, or any striking 
novelty, there was always a crowd 
gathered. around the window. One of 
those novelties in the display of goods for 
sale is the exhibition of model furnishing. 
The particular room in a well-equipped 
house, be it bedroom, diningroom, draw- 
ingroom,-or kitchen, is reproduced to the 
smallest detail, showing what the effect 
will be should that particular style or 
suite of furnishing be decided upon. At 
all hours of the day this form of advertis- 
ing is a first-class attraction with the 
perambulating crowds. The firms who are 
showing such displays are: Messrs. Todd 
Burts, Mary street; Messrs. Pim Bros., 
Exchequer street; Messrs. Millar and 
Beatty, and Messrs. Andérson, Stanford 
and Ridgeway, of Grafton street.

HISTORICAL PAGEANT. 


GREAT ATTENDANCE IN 
TRINITY COLLEGE PARK. 


The. historical pageant in Trinity College 
Park Jast night gave most interesting and 
picturesque glimpses of some outstanding 
episodes of Ireland’s stormy past—in the 
days when marauders from countries far and 
near were attracted by her wealth. The 
pageant was witnessed by a very large gather- 
ing ; the weather was fine, and much pleasure 
was given by the delightful sélections played 
by the No. 1 Army Band, conducted by 
Colonet-Fritz Brasé. 

The first episode showed Aithirne, the 
emissary of the King of Ulster, at Naas, first 
enjoying the hospitality of Mesgedhra, the 
King of Leinster; then his subsequent insults 
and extortionate demands, and, finally, the 
despoiling of him by the Leinster men when 
he passed from the territory and hospitality 
of their king. 

The coming of the Norsemen, depicting the 
ceremony of taking what was to become the 
City of Dublin, and the setting up of the 
pillar stone was next presented. The sombre 
garments and” the awe-inspiring shields and 
weapons of the itrvaders out in sharp 
contrast to the vivid colours and decorations 

the native trish costumes. 

The third ano the death of Brian Boru, 
was a very dramatic incident. The capture 
of Dublin by the Normans and Leinster men 
followed. his scene is laid outside the 
city gates, where the City Guard is seen 
taking up its position, and while Lorcan was 

pleading the cause of the city with 
Norman knights, the city was stormed at 
another point. 

The Irish Volunteers, a body brought into 
being in 1778, when the ships of France were 
threatening the coasts of Great Britain and 
Ireland, was the finale. 
| All concerned deserve to be congratulated 
on the very fine portrayal of some of the 
important historic incidents of Ireland's early 
days.

FINE EXHIBITION IN 
TECHNICAL INSTITUTE. 


Mr. Commissioner’ Hernon, opening an 
exhibition of the students’ work in the 
Technical Institute, Bolton street, yesterday 
said that during the few he | 
charge of that particalar field of their civic 
work, atid every day he grew more’ and more 
convinced of its essentia a The 
motto “ Edueate for industry” held what he 
believed to be the truth; that all industrial 
development ed on the training of the 
hand and head towards united effort, and 
this was the meaning and mission of technical 
education. áis 

The Dublin Technical Schools covered a 
wide area of educational effórt— building 
trades, engineering,. electrical and wi 
work, printing, art and art crafts, commerce, 
music, domestic economy and women’s trades, 
and various other trades, such as tailors’ 
catting, bootmaking, hairdressing, chefs and 
waiters, ete, The exhibit of beantifal 
work done by the students in their furniture, 
printing Mine other artistic e¢rafts, and the 
accurate and ingenious examples of work in 
the mechanical and electrical engineering 
sections would bear ample evidence of the 
value of the school traihing; and thé many 
medals which the students had won this year 
in the tests of the City and Guilds of London 
Institute proved that Dublin held no mere 
second placé. When it is understood that 
candidates for the City and Guilds 
Institute number upwards of 10,000, from 
centres all over Great Britain, Australia, 
Africa, Néw Zealand Egypt and India, they 
would realise the skift of their young Dublin 
craftsmen and the place their schools held in 
the educational world. He had at present 
under consideration a scheme in the tature of 
travelling scholarships, by which students 
who had won such exceptional distinctions 
might be enabled to add to and perfect their 


(A i 
en THE TRAINING OF GIRLS. 


Frankly, it was his aim so to educate and 
train that their youth might find empioyment 
in their own country, and that their efficiency 
might be a force in the creation and develop- 
ment of their industries and national 
prosperity, It was with this misd that, just 
a year ago, he installed twénty-four power 
machines for training in shirt ahd clothing 
manufacture, with the result that already 
over seventy girls had been taken into em- 
ployment; and, similarly, girls were being 
trained fcr the large dressmaking warerooms, 
with the guarantee of the firms that they 
will. be placed.

The domestic economy and women tradés 
section contained art and plain needlework, 
dressmaking, shirt and clothing manufacture, 
and ornamental cakes. Other sections in- 
cluded bootmaking, tailors’ cutting, painters’ 
and decorators’ work, carpentry and joinery, 
plumbing, plastering, wrought iron and brass 
finishers’ work, railway carriage and motor 
body building, and coach painting.

WORK AT ALBERT* COLLEGE 


FARM. 


Taking advantage’ of the Civic Week 
arran ~ bee Professor J. P. Drew con- 
ducted a number of visitors over the Albert 
College Farm, at (Glasnevin, rte 
Fermerly under the Department of Agricul- 
ture, this establishment is now under the 
Faculty of Agriculture, University College, 
Dublin. When the Agticaltaral and Dairy 
Science Act was passed the Faculty of Agri- 
culture was established, atid the following 
staff is now at work at the Albert College 
Farm :—Professor J, P.. Drew, Director and 
Professor of Genetal Agricultare; Dr. P. 
Murphy, Professor of Plant Pathology; Mr. 
P. dat rey, Lecturer in Plant Breeding; Mr. 
FE. Sheehy, Lecturer in /nimal i wot ca 
Mr. G. Stephenson, Lecturer in Agricultura 
Chemistry; Mr 0. O. Sherrard, Lecturer in 
Horticulture, and Mr. J. Gorman, Lecturer 
in Agricultural Botany. ae 

These gentlemen yesterday gave visitors to 
tha farm an outline of their work. An in- 
spéction was also made of the experiments 
being conducted in regard to intensive graz- 
ing, the results of wheat and sugar beet 
variety trials, and the progress being made 
by the herds of pedigree and dairy short- 
horns, as well as that of ates white pi 

PRODUCTIVE OATS AND WHEAT. 

This season, at the Albert College Farm, 
where it was produced by Mr. Caffrey, 
Banuer Tartary 9 oats has proved 
cropper. It is a cross between Canadian 
Banner and the old Ivish variety, Black 
fartary, and, in the case of winter and 
spring sown seed, gave yields of 22 and 23 
barrels pet statute acre respectively. From 
6 acres 128 15-stone sacks .f grain were 
harvested, and it was standing up well on 
all sides of the field. 

The Red Stettin wheat, grown here, is 
maintaining its reputation for excellence as a 
milling variety. returns are also being 
ob..ined from a cross between Red Stettin 
and Yeoman. Equally interesting are the 
experiments. with Cooney..Island wheat, a 
plump grain, very high in nitrogen content, 
which is being revived. 

Ail the experiments go to show that much 
cau be done by way of sélection of the older 
varieties in the production of wheat for the 
farmer's owh use. 

ANIMAL NUTRITION. 

New ground is being broken by Mr. 
Sheehy in the animal nutrition section, This 
tends to show the importarice of ‘disposing 
of crops, not for cash, but through animals 
and animal prodacts. This knowledge will 
have to be conveyed to the agricultural 
instructors of the future, and here investiga- 
tions will be made regarding the rations to 
be fed for the maximum development of 
animajs. There is not much profit in farm- 
ing nowadays unless fertilisers and feeding- 
stuffs can be 1-ed to produce 100 per cent. 
efficiency. This becomés very évident in 
feeding for milk production. Cards are dis- 

layed showing the comparative value of dif- 

nt stock foods, and on this point Mr. 
y had to answer numerous questioris. 

REVIVING THE CHAMPION POTATO. 

Dr. Paul Murphy, Plant Pathologist, has, 
up to the present, been devoting much time 
to virus diseases of potatoes and the pro- 
duction of healthy stock. Exhaustive trials 
have been made with regard to the disease- 
resisting qualities of different varieties, and, 
as regards the production of healthy stocks, 
it is probable that the Champion potato will 
be restered te its old place of supremacy 
as a cropper and for table purposes. In 
order to secure healthy stock, Professor 
Murphy advises growers to dig early. He 
is also conducting experiments on mildew 
in turnips. 

Mr, G. O. Sherrard is doing valuable work 
in connection with new varieties of rasp- 
berries and black currants, the best stocks 
for grafting apples, and the selection of 
good strains of cabbage, Brussels sprouts 
and broccoli.
